To Prevent the Disease From 
Becoming Contagious.

To the Health Q/MmU, PkfttUn* and 
People of Kentvkt, The unusual preva 
lence of diphtheria id many sections of 
the Mate makes it important that the at- 
tention of our health ofltotall ami people 
should he called to the best known ui.-th 
odi for preventing the spread of the .lis 
cue. 

Diphtheria is both CoaUffiOOl and in 
fectious. attacking pen..ns of all a»?e». but 
•flectinK children much more frequently 
than adults. It may be communicated 
from the sick to Ihe^rell directly or by 
means of persons, clothing, toys, pet am 
mall or other things infected by the sick 
room, and especially by cups and other 
articles which pass from mouth to mouth. 
Id a senae. it is a "filth disease, ' some 
times seeminjr to originate spontaneously 
id the presence of bad sanitary surround- 
ings, and certainly spreading more rapidly 
and beinK most fatal in such localities 

Diphtheria is a preventable disease. 
Proper preventive measures are almost 
invariably followed by the limitation of 
tbe disease to the first case or cases. 
When it gets away from the primary 
canes and makes its escupe upon the com- 
munity somebody la to blame The sooner 
we accept this as a sanitary maxim the 
sooner we shall beirin to do our duties as 
individuals and as communities 

When it is known or suspected that a 
person has diphtheria he should immedi- 
ately be separated from the rest of the 
family and put into a sunny, well venti- 
lated and plainly furnished room, prefera- 
bly on the upper floor, and as discon 



nected as possible from other rooms, 
peclally the living and sleeping roomi 
children. No other person besides 
nurse and necessary attendants shouli 
permitted to enter the room, and they 
should take every precaution not to carry 
tbe inftctlon to others. 

The State Bacteriologist. Dr. J. E. 
Cashin. st the Hospital College of Medi- 
cine, Louisville, will make prompt exami- 
nation and report of any suspected mate 
rial sent to him. thus setting at rest any 
doubts as to diagnosis. Upon application 
be will send mailing cases, containing 
sterilized tubes and mops, for collecting 
and transmitting cultures from any sus- 
pected case. This work will be done 
without charge for any health officer or 
physician in the state. The Board re- 
commends the use of anti toxinc in every 
case as soon as it is seen, without waiting 
for the result of the hactetioWlcal ex- 
amination 

At the MUM time the Hialth Officer of 
a town or county should be notified, and 
he should 00 operate with the physician 
and family W keep tbe disease from 
spreading A blue flag or a card with 
diphtheria on it in large, plain letter- 
should be pioOOd in a conspicuous posi- 
tion on the bouse. Mo child or person 
having the care of children should be per- 
mitted to enter the house.
